SINKING OF TMB K OW SHINO. 

<MMal lUport X*<U by th* Captata aa«l 

CbtofUfllMr. 

London, Aug. 8.— The Japanese lega- 
tion in thi.4 city has received the follow- 
ing dispatch for Tokio: 

The signed affidavits of Captain Gals- 
worthy and Chief Otlicer Tamplin of 
the Kow SLing. have Ih'i h received. 
The captain says that the Kow Shiiig 
was chartered by the ('liiiie.se govern- 
ment and that .she left Taku on July 
with 1,100 soldiers on board for Kashau. 
Meeting the .lapaiiese yyarsliip Naniwa, 
the latter signalled her to stop. 

Continuiiig, the captain says: "I 
obeyed and she moved off. I then 
signalled 'Am I to pn )cwt\ Y the Naniwa 
signalled in reply, 'Heave to or take the 
consequences. ' This 8i?nal was not 
meant for the Kow Sliing, but for a 
Chinese warship flying the Japanese 
flag and a white flog. 

"The Naniwa sent an officer to the 
Kow Shing to see her papers, and he 
asked if I would follow the Naniwa. I 
answered. 'We are in your power.' 

"The officer then returned to the 
Naniwa; he came back to the Kow 
Bhing npon my signalling the wish to 
commnuioate personally with him. I 
told the officer, when he came back, 
that the Chinese generals would not al- 
low mc to follow the Naniwa and that 
they threatened my life if I did so or if 
I left the ship. After hearing this, the 
Japanese officer returned to the Nani- 
wa, whereupon she signalled, 'Qnitahip 
iiiiiriediatoly.* 

"I replied, 'I am not allowed to 

leave.' 

"Till' Naniwa then hoisted a red flag 

at lier foremast and repeated the signid 
to 'ijiiit ship iiium diar \\\' Thereupon 
I called the (uigiiieers and other for- 
eigners on di i'k. 

"AftiT a few miniilos the Naniwa dis- 
char;;ed a torpedo a, us and beg.in fir- 
ing. I and sin'eral others jumped over- 
board. While in the water the Chinese 
ou l>o;ird the Kow Shing kept tiring 
at us. 

"I was oioked up by a bout from the 
Naniwa h ml m' tfHMUHt the oUef 

officer." ' 

Chief Cflicer Tamplin's affid«?itOOn- 
fli-ms the statement made by Captain 
(talsworthy and adds that the objict of 
the soeoud visit of the .Japanese olHcer 
was to transfer the Eurojieans to the 
Naniwa before firing began. T^ie Chi- 
ne^ bowever, would not iKrmttthlt. 

PUkNS FRUSTR ATE D. 

Aa VM»e««|sfiU Atumpt to ifo^a Pp aa 
■xprMMTnlii. 

St. Loris, Aug. 3. — An nnsuccess?ul 
atti nipt was made last ni^-lit to hold up 
train No. A on the St. Louis and Sau 
Francisco road. The train left the 
Union depot in St. Louis at 8:'J5 p. m. 
in chiu'go of Conductor Jlanstield. 
About 0:80, just befoi-e the train reached 
Eureka, in Bt. Louis county, 30 miles 
from the (Atj, Wells-Pargo Express Mes- 
senger Ferguson started to go from the 
car in which he was at work to the one 
immediately in the rear, when he was 
confronted at the door by a masked man 
with a drawn revolver, who ordered him 
to throw up his hands. 

Ferguson drew his revolver and com- 
menced shooting. The robber returned 
the flre and aent one bullet through the 
messenger's ihonlder and another 
through his hand. He then jumped 
from the train and escaped. He is un- 
doubtedly wounded. He made no ef- 
fort to secure any of the money in the 
car. He was probably scared off by the 
brave resistance of the express messen- 
The injured man was taken to 
'aciflc, five miles west of Eureka, where 
his wounds w(>re dressed, and Ufoar 
transferred to another man. 

It is believed that more than one man 
was interested in the attempted rob- 
bery. Just before n ai hing Eureka a 
bomb exploded under tlie wheels of the 
engine. This was the signal to stop, 
and at this ixiint the robber's eon- 
federati:s would liase b^artled the train. 
But when tlic mc.-i-i'iigci' started toWiU'd 
the rear car tlie r' blx r "U tlie platform 
found it necessary to begin bosineas at 
once, and the pliuUOf thegMf W«re 
frustrated. 

When rtio train reached Pacifle, Mo., 
Hiram Lowry, Henry CuUeu and 
Iiowney Stewart, who were riding on 
the blind baggage, wi re taken into cus- 
tody on suspicion of lieing implicated in 
the attempted hold-up. The men, who 
were unarmed, stated that they were 
railroad employes stealing a ride.

In adnition to the' hiiiibe -yards the 
wooden briilge over the ( 'hi('.i:.^o river at 
Ashland avenue was tritally il"stroyi'd. 
The fire w ,i.s .Jii a piece of laii'l J'>o feet 
long iiiid lialf as wide lyi'i'? between 
two loading slips for vessels. It was 
directly e.ist of \vliere the fire Wiis 
checked Wednesilay night. 

The lire department h.id boon gradu- 
ally withdrawn during tlie day and in 
the evening but one engine company 
ami two flreboats v.t rc playing on the 
smoking oslies of the yards burned over 
Wednesday night. At about 8 o'clixjk 
a lively blaze, supposed to have origin- 
ated Ttynx sonu( embers, sprang up in 
the north end of the Spry la.uberyards. 
A high nurt!iv. eat wind w:us blowing, 
and the fiai::e>. -.vhich in a few minutes 
werebeyom! ^ control of the firemen, 
began to tra'. . . rapidly southward. 

Calls for hoip were sent, but no power 
could have prevented the destruction of 
the Spry yards, and in 20 minutes they 
wore a roaring furnace. The flreboats 
ran up, one to the east and one to the 
west of the burning lumber, and the en- 
gines devoted their attention for the 
luast part (o the protection of adjoining 
property, for they could not get down 
on the ground where the flre was lo- 
cated. The vards covered it from end 
to cud. and om side to side and were 
on tire in every part. For a time the 
danger was viiry great that the largtJ 
lumberyards of the I3eidler company. 
Cooper comp.my and John Sheriif.'i 
would be destroyed, and if the flre had 
oni'e obtained full sweep in them, there 
was no telling where it could be 
checkLd. 

The long tongues of tlaiiie leaped al- 
most across the river, wliieh is fully ','0') 
feetwide.it this poiut, and set" lire to 
the Ashland avenue brid!,'e, which fell 
into the water within l.") miiiutes after 
it began to blaze. Just 'j. :ore it c.iuglit 
lire engine company No. came thun- 
dering lU'iMs.s it to Work on the tire. A 
slu'Ct of flame wrapped it^elf around the 
engine, sligli y scorching several men 
anil badly Duriiiiig Peter Fleming, tint 
driver. Flemiiitj; clung to his seat, how- 
ever, and ur^jed his burses tlirough the 
flames, both of tbwm being aererely 

singed. 

A h'.rge S vtory building at l.)S West 
Van Hnreri street, was cleaned out l y 
lire last night while the lumbervanls 
were blazing. The builuing was occn- 

{)ied by a number of small concerns, the 
argest of which were the Chicago 
Decorative Supply company, which lost 
$20,000, and the Chicago buyers com- 
pany, dealers in baby carriages and 
bicycles, which lost sJ^.'j.ooO. The total 
loss to the building and its occupaiits 
will feKit up !f«0,UOO. The large brewery 
of Fortune Brothers, close by the burn- 
ing building, had a narrow escape, 
catching fire several times. It was, 
however, saved with bnt slight damage. 

FIRE I N DE TROIT. 

On« Flr*m*>» Killed and Six Others S«rl- 

tualy Iiijuml. 
Dktkoit, Aug. 3. — One firemim was 
killed and six wore injured yesterday 
afternoon in a flre which destroyed the 
planingmill and lumberyards of £. U. 
Richards & Company and Hunton, 
Myles & Weeks. The proper^ losa will 
aggregate close to |80,000. ThepUnts 
were located at FrimkUn and Rivard 
streets, adjoining the Detroit, Orand 
Haven and Milwaukee tracks. The 
blaze was discovered shortly aftir 8 
o'clock. 

The water supply was so poor that 
the firemen were hamiwred. They suc- 
ceeded in preventing the flames from 
spreading into adjoining factories, bnt 
several freightcars with their contents 
were destroyed before they could be re- 
moved. The Richards planingmill was 
of brick, three storiet high. At 4 o'clock 
two sfjuads of piiiemeu were playing 
streams at the southeast corner of the 
mill when a portion of the wall gave 
way and a half dozen tireiiien were 
caught by the falling biu ks.

The members of the party w ; e in 
health when they left the ship, 
ley intended to return over the same 
route by which they advanced, reach- 
ing northern Spitzbergeu on Sept. 15 
and headqtiarters at Danes island on 
Oct. 1. 

On May 28, four days after Wellman 
and his co.tinanions left, the Ragnvald- 
jarl was broken up by the ice and total- 
ly lost. The men in charge of her man- 
aged to save some of the stores. A mes- 
sage was sent to Wellman, informing 
hiniol the catastrophe, and it reached 
him at Martens island. Mr. Wellman, 
Charles i). Dinlge and two others then 
returned to Waldeii island. With ma- 
tiri.d taken from the v. reek uf the ship 
they liuilt a good lunise to aecomiii' >date 
the erew and as a j>;-ec:iation in eas ■ *he 
exi eiiltiou were compoiled to wiiKcr at 
Waiii. n. 

Wellman left again to join the s'.edge 
party on May Ml. He writes o i the 
same date: "1 have deeided to proceed 
as previously planned, except tint I in- 
tend to return to Walden islaiict not 
later than Sept. 1, and to be at I):i:ies 
island by Sept. 1.")." The latest news 
received from Mr. Wellman was of .lune 
17 date, when Mr. Winshi]), a inemlier 
of the party, with one man. left the ex- 
Iiedition at a .--iiot six miles east of t ape 
Platen, where the exidorers had met 
with impassable ice and were waiting 
for oiieii water. All were well. On the 
return of Winship to W.ildeii island. 
Captain Botoif en and three of the crew 
of the Ragiivaldjarl .-tartedon a journey 
southwards in aluminum boats, seeking 
sealers. They met the .Malygen and 
Captain Pederseii con.seiited to carry 
them to Tromsoe. Here Captain Bot- 
twlf.seii will ch.irter a new vessel ,iiid 
w ill return as soon as possible to Danes 
island. 

In the meantime the Wellman party 
has gone north over the ice. Captiun 
Pedersen expects that Wellman will 
reach (rillei island. Hyerdahl, a ski run- 
ner and sportsman from the University 
of Chrisnana, and a member of the 
Wellman par^, has been sent to Danea 
island to j oin Professor Oye n.
